Yesterday 
notice  was  served  on  tho  cooks'  and 
waitors'  union,  which  Is.  at  work  un- 
der .  an  exemption  granted  by  the 
committee,  to  cease  handling  fresh 
meat  and  flsh,  as  the  fishermen  and 
the  butchers  are  on  strike,  and  all 
meat  and  flsh  is  considered  "unfalr.~ 
If  the  cooks  and  waiters  do  not  heed 
this  the  next  step  Is  expected  to  be 
the  calling  out  of  that  orgaiHsation. 

It  was  announced  at  toda>''B  meet- 
li(g  that  the  exemptions  granted  by 
the  strike  committee  would  be  recon- 
sidered, but  up  to  tonight  none  of  the 
present  exemptions  were  revoked.  A 
member  of  the  committee  stated^ 
positively  that  there  was  no  present' 
Intention  of  calling  out  either  the 
police  or  firemen. 

While  the  mass  meeting  held  at

without  discrimination  and  the  with' 
drawal  of  tho  agreement  Which  tbo 
elty  now  requires  all  employees  to

A  special  Ottawa  dispatch  was  re- 
.celved      yesterday      mo^^M|^^r^Jhe 

ilonlst  to  the  *tf*itfl"  tfl^^mWraWJe- 
mentary  estimates  of  the  Federal.  Qov- 
ernment  would  contain  a  vote  of  half 
a  million  dollars  for  the  construction  of 
the  dock. 

A  wire  to  Mayor  Poster  from  Dr.  8. 
F.  Tolrale,  M.P.,  later  in  the  day.  con- 
firmed this  report  and  ad^ded  that  the 
announcement  of  the  Government's  deci- 
sion had  evidently  aroused  Vancouver's 
public  organisations,  which  had  already 
commenced  to  swamp  Federal  authori- 
ties with  messages  of  protest. 

This  action  on  the  part  of  Vancouver 
Interests  was  also  hinted  at  in  the  mes- 
sage received  by  The  Colonist,  which 
stated  that  strong  representations  had 
been  made  that  the  Government  dry- 
dock  should  be  built  at  Vancouver, , but 
that  Hon.  Frank  B.  Carvell.  Minister  of 
Public  Works,  had  apparently  decided 
to  •  Bland  by  the  original  Idea.  "Wires 
of  protest  from  Vancouver  are  being 
received  by  the  Government,  but  there 
seems  no  reason  to  believe  that  the 
Government  will  change  its  mind,"  the 
message  ran. 

During  the  present  session  of  the 
House  of  Commons,  Mr.  Mcintosh,  M.P. 
for  Nanalmo,  and  Dr.  Tolmie,  M.P.  for 
Victoria,  have  repeatedly  urged  the 
claims  of  E:squiraalt  upon  the  Federal- 
ministers  in  connection  with  the  dry- 
^dock  project,  and  they  were  given 
strong  support  by  Victoria's  public  or- 
ganisations. Mayor  Porter  taking  the 
'initiative  tn  bringing  them  together  for 
a  final  campaign  with  the  drydock  as 
Its  objective  a  fejr  weekn  ago.  The 
telegrams  to  various  Federal  mlnlnters, 
inaluding  Sir  Robert  Borden,  which  these 
organisations  sent  recently  as  i%lnforce- 
ment  to  the  work  carried  on  by  the 
district's  representatives  at  Ottawa,  de- 
monstrated the  unity  of  sentiment- in 
favor  of  the  drydoek'a  construction 
here,  and  possibly  served  as  the  last 
element  necessary  to  finally  iM:r«uade 
the  Government  to  assume  *  favorable 
attitude  In  thematter.

No  word  has  been  received  to  indi- 
cate when  a  start  will  be  iViado  on  the 
big  work,  which,  it  is  estim.ito«l.  will 
cost  over  14,000,000.  ft  is  probable 
however,  that  tcaders  will  t>e  called 
for  at  once,  add  that  a  commcncemeat 
will  be  made  In  clearing  the  srtte  this 
Summer.  As  the  amount  of  prepara- 
tory work  to  be  accomplishol  bofore  an 
sctusl  start  esn  be  made  on  the  dock 
Itself  Is  extensive.  It  is  Improbable 
that  the  project  will  bo  fully  under 
way  until  early  next  year,  when  the 
Dominion  Government  wilt  pass  en  es- 
timate covering  the  1»29  work.  The 
supplementary  sppropHation  of  |iiee,0*« 
Just  authorised  Is  only  meant  to  pay 
the  cost  of  this  year's  work. 

The  project  will  probably  giv^  «m- 
pioyment  to  neariy  l.iOO  mesy.  and 
many  more  men  will  be  active  in  the 
various  side  industries  that  will  be' 
manufacturing  and  transporting  ma'e-' 
rial  40  be  used.  The  job  will  take  two 
or  three  years   to  finish. 

The  Boquiijialt  drydock  will  be  one 
of^  the  largest  in  Canada,  wlil  have 
evofr  modem  feature  and  equipped  to 
handle  the  biggest  liners  plying  in  ths 
Korth  Pacific.  The  location,  perehased 
s«trsral  years  ago  by  the  Deminlon 
Government  as  a  drydock  stte.  Is  on  th« 
north  side  of  ling's  Cove.  It  extends 
from  a  point  Just  esst  of  Tsrrows, 
Ltd..  shlpbuii'dlng  and  repair  plant,  tO 
the  northernmost  part  of  the  oov«,  mi- 
lag  In  vlrtoaUr  tlM  wkele  s(  Um  Ngr.

The  dock,  will  be  divided  Into  two 
parta,  «M  feet  and  500  feet  respectively, 
each  part  closeii  by  a  ship  steel' cais- 
son. Thedock  will  be  emptied  by  three 
centrifugal  pumps,  each  having  a  capa- 
city of.  eo.OOO  gallons  per  minute.  The 
pumps  and  other  machinery  will  be 
run  by  electric  power  generated  by  the 
dock  power  plant. 

The  dQpk  Is  to  be  excavated  out  of 
oolld  rock.

The  ballot  called  for  a  vote  en  the 
qtiastien  of  "those  In  favor  of  remaln- 
^ing  on  strike  while  discrimination  la 
shown."  and  "those  opposed-"  All 
warksm  possessing  union  oar4s  were 
privileged  to  casC  a  vote,  those  eligible 
being  segregated  en  the  main  floor 
at  tha  Arena  rink.  The  meeting  was 
not  closed  to  the  general  public,  but 
all  spectators  were  seatedJn  the  upper 
gallery.  Precaution  was  taken  to  en- 
sure that  only  members  of  organised^ 
labor  possessing  union  cards  wero 
givin  a  ballot,  by  cards  beinf^  de- 
manded at  the  door  and  later  when 
the  ballets  were  being  distributed. 

"The  strike  committee  will  now  re- 
consider all  exemptions."  announced 
Secretary  Smith  after  the  result  of 
tha  ballot  had  been  announced,  amid 
an  outburst  of  applause.  "The  loggers 
will  qow  be  called  in.  and  all  branches 
Of  organised  l«bor  that  have  not  come 
o«t  will  be  called  upon  to  throw  in 
their  lot  with  the  workers  now  on 
-atrlka  demanding  thair  righta.  It  is 
np  to  everybody  to  go  Into  this  fight 
with  a  wlIL  Cheering  and  handelap- 
plng  will  dot  get  us  anywhere,  but  it 
the  3,7IS  workers  who  voted  to  re- 
main on  strike  are  ready  to  put  up  a 
fight,  we  can  win.  and  win  quickly." 

The  attitude  of  the  city  council  to- 
ward the  oivic  employees  on  strike 
was  referred  to  by  Mr.  J.  G.  Smith 
and  the  outcome  of  the  negotiations 
that  had  taken  place  pointed  to  as 
giving  the  workers  proof  beyond  41a- 
put*  that  discrimination  woukf  be 
ahown. 

In  reciting  the  negotiations  that 
had  taken  place  between  the  C.P.R. 
and  tha  longshoremen,  Delegate  Hill 
informed  the  meeting  that  when  a 
delegation  had  waited  oh  Superin- 
tendent Peters  of  the  C.P.R.,  he  had 
Informed  the  delegation  that  the 
company  had  waited  as  long  as  it 
could,  and  had  been  forced  to  take  on 
hien  to  do  longshore  work.  These 
men  were  mostly  returned  rfien.  who 
^ere  married  and  had  families.  All 
but  200  of  them  could  be  discharged, 
but  these  200  would  rcnv^ln  in  the 
company's  employ.  At  a  mass  meet- 
ing of  longshoremen  held  on  Thurs- 
day afternoon'  it  ,had  been  decided 
unanimously  to  remain  on  ftriko  until 
the  company  deelded  to  discharga  the 
men  It  had  at  work,  he  said. 

When  notified  of  the  rasult  of  the 
longshoremen's  vote.  Mr.  Peters  had 
told  the  delegaUon.  he  said,  that  he 
would  take  the  matter  up  again  with 
General  Manager  Grant  Hall,  and  that 
negotiations  could  be  resumed  later 
on.

The  case  is  explained  in  the  report 
made  today  to  Premier  Clemenceau 
by  M.  Ignace,  under-secretary  of 
Justice,  who  said  the  warrant  was 
Issued  on  a  charge  of  larceny  of  prop- 
erty of  a  French  officer  at  Charleville. 
The  arrest  was  duly  carried  out,  says 
the  report,  »slnce  the  correspondent, 
as  a  journalist  with  the  German  dele- 
gation, in  nowise  enjoyed  diplomatic 
immunity. 

The  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs, 
however,  polhta  out  that  it  is  inea- 
pedlent  to  proceed  with  the  charge, 
aithough  admitting  there  was  a  dase 
against  Schurmann.  To  avoid  diffi- 
culties, therefore,  Schurmann  was  dis- 
charged and  the  department  has  re- 
served the  right  to  take  judicial  action 
later.

If  a  favorable 
freight  rate  on  lumber  waa  granted 
by    the    E.    &    N.    Ry.    Co. 

The  lease  being  iaauc^  I  took  into 
partnership  Ewen  Morrison*  and  we 
gave  the  present  name  to  the  com- 
pany and  did  business  under  the  sig- 
nature of  Losee  &  Morriaon  until 
May  1891,  when  I  dispoaed  of  my 
intereat  to  the  late  T.  Elford. 
"  Building  operations'  on  the  first 
mill  commenced  April  1889,  and 
cutting  of  lumber  began  in  Auguat 
the  same  jtear.

'NEW  TORKi'  June  27.— If  the 
Irish  Republic  gains- ita  freedom  It 
vlll  amume  full  responsibility  for  the 
tSOO.OOO  Fenian  bond  Issue,  as  yet 
unpaid,  which  was  nostod  In  the 
United  States  In  I8ft«  <ln  behalf  of 
Irfbland's  cause,  it  was  announced 
here  by  Kamonn  de  Valera.  "Presi- 
dent of  the  Irish   Republic." 

in  connection  with  the  announce- 
ment, one  of  the  Irish  leader's  party 
here  told  something  of  the  history 
of  the  Fenian  bond  Issue.  Ofllcers 
and  soldiers  of  the  Confederate  and 
Union  armies,  after  the  close  of  the 
civil  war,  became  active  In  the  Irish 
cause,  these  men  Including  some  of 
the  most  famous  figures'  of  those 
times.  A  plan  was  adopted  whereby 
xponey  was  to  be  ralaed  for  the  Irish 
frtodom,  and  it  was  hoped  to  obtain 
the  deliverance  of  that  country  from 
Bngland  by  force.  ^ 

The  policy  to  be  enacted  oiused  a' 
aplU  In  the  faction.  One  wing  de- 
ctjIM    to'  strike    at    Bhigland    at    the 


nearest  point.  This  was  in  the  year 
1866-67,  and  as  a  result  there  ensued 
the  Fenian  raids  in  Canada,  Includ- 
ing the  historic  engagentent  of  the 
Windmill. 

The  opposing  faction  favored  the 
sending  of  funds  to  the  Irish  volon- 
teers  In  Ireland  to  enable  them  In 
their  jefforts  to  resist  the  British 
army.  ^ 

Both  these  attempts  were  futile.

President  Whlttaker  pointed  out 
that  the  present  unrest  shows  tho  ne- 
cessity oi  Ideals  that  will  grip  the  re- 
turned soldiers  and  other  citizens 
alike,  and  stated  that  the  O.W.V.A. 
stands  for  solid  reconstruction,  and 
not  agiutlon  that  leads  to  destruc- 
tion and  chaos.  ^They  Vere  not.  and 
never  had  been,  acting  \as  apologists 
for  any  gove|rnment,  and  would  crltl- 
cl»e  or  praise  as  the  occasion  de- 
manded. The  president  iirged  the 
need  of  the  veterans  stslnding  firmly 
in  support  of  widows  and  orphans..ot 
soldiers  and  taking  a  strong jitand  In 
the  matter  of  adequate  pennbns  and 
positions  in  civilian  life  for  returned 
men.

HON,  ROBERT  ROGERS 
SPEAKS  ON  SITUATION 


OTTAWA,  June  2T. — Hon.*  Robert 
Rogers,  former  Minister  of  Public 
Works,  In  an  Interview  here  today, 
commented  on  the  Movement  to  or- 
ganise a  Unlonllit  party  which  was 
given  a  start  at  the  Government  cau- 
cus yesterday  by  the  adoption  of  a 
resolution  declaring  in  favor  of  the 
principle  of  such  a  plan.  He  de- 
clared that  he  spoke  the  feelings  of 
loyal  and  faithful  Conservatives 
everywhere  when  he  stated  that  from 
this  time  forward  no  decision  for 
representation  In  any  constituency  In 
Canada  would  b«  reached  until  the 
organised  forces  of  the  Conservative 
party  have  been  heard  and  felt. 

Mr.  Rogers  further  declared  that 
the  main  prop*  upon  which  the 
Unlonlat  Oovemment  depended  for 
Its  existence  were  mistakes  made  by 
the  late  Bhr  Wilfrid  Laurter  In  con- 
nection with  the  war.  This  afforded 
opportunity  for  capitalisation  of  war 
conditions,  and  these  condlflons  have 
now  been  removed.

"Keeping  faith  by  aeroplane."  Mr. 
J.  .N.  Harvey,  head  of  the  firm  of  J.  ^ 
K.  Uanrey.  Ltd.,  clothiers,  which  has 
•tores  both  here  and  In  Vancouver, 
Sew  to  Victoria  early  yesterday  after- 
noon to  deliver  certain  naerchandlso 
promised  to  a  custpmer  by  the  local 
store.  The  order  came  too  late  for 
the  morning  boat  from  Vancohver,  so 
Mr.  Harvey  following  out  his  policy 
In  Iceeplng  faith  with  his  customers, 
decided  to  bring  the  goods  over  by 
plane.  This  is  the  first  merchandise 
ever  carried  by  aeropUne  hi  British 
Columbia.  The  air  shipment  weighed 
about  60  pounds  and  is  valued  at 
about  |1.0««. 

Mr.  Harvey  came  here  In  a  Van- 
couver machine  piloted  by  Lieut. 
Trim,  making  the  flight  in  %Z  min- 
utes. He  startad  for  Vancouver 
again 'at  4  o'clock,  arriving  safely  on 
the  Mainland. 

l>ttrlng  the  flight  the  well-known 
business  nlan  was  particularly 
struck  with  the  beautiful  coloring  to 
be  seen  from  the  plane,  which  was 
7,000  feet  up.  What  surprised  him 
was  the  amount  of  cultivation  under 
way  on  the  Gulf  Islands.  The  aero- 
plane left  nearly  three  hours  after 
the  morning  steamer,  but  passed  it 
Just  after  the  vessel  had  passed 
through  Active  Pass.  A  cloud 
floated  4n  between  the  plane  and  tho 
boat  Just  as  Mr.  Harvey  arrived 
aj^ove  It. 

The  beauty  of  the  Baanlch  Penin- 
sula, with  its  checkered  surface  of 
farm  and  woods  also  was  particularly 
remarked  upon  by  the  passenger.  He 
said  that  ho  could  see'  Victoria  when 
he  reached  Sidney,  but  LJeut.  Trim 
came  in  with  the  remark  that  he 
could  see  the  sunlight  glinting  on  the 
windows  of  the  city  just  after  he 
passed  Active  Pass.  Mr.  Harvey  was 
rendered  temporarily  slightly  deaf  by 
the  noise  of  the  exhaust  during  the 
flight.

Dr.  J.  S.  Plaskett  Returned

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Dr.  J.  S.  Plaskett,  director  of  the 
Dominion  Astrophyslcal  Observatory, 
Victoria,  returned  yesterday  after- 
noon from  Pasadena,  California, 
after  attending  the  conventloh  of  the 
Pacific  Coast  Astronomical  Society  at 
Mount  Wilson  Observatory.  Dr. 
Plaskett  gave  two  papers  before  the 
society  during  its  sessions,  one  of  his 
subjecta  being  the  72-inch  telescope 
at  the  Dominion  Astrophyslcal  Ob- 
servatory, a  topic  which  proved  of 
very  general  interest,  and  the  recital 
of  work  with  which  created  general 
admiration  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  staff  at  the  local  institution  num- 
bers but  two,  whereas  that  at  tho 
Mount  Wikion  ObserN'atory  numbers 
seventy. 

The  whole  world  of  astronomical 
science  -is  looking  forward  with  keen 
interest  to  the  completion  of  the  100- 
1- ch  telescope  at  Mount  Wilson.  This 
will  outrival  by  28  inches  the  diam- 
eter of  the  big  instrument  at  Vic- 
toria, whioh  Is  at  present  the  biggest 
teleecopo  'in  the  world.  One  of  the 
very  interesting  features  of  the  con- 
vention at  Mount  Wilson  last  week 
was  the  opportunity  given  visitors  to 
view  the  big  hiirror.  which  is  at 
present  undergoing  the  finishing 
touches  preparatory  to  placing  it  in 
position. 

Dr.  Plaskett  was  accomrpanled  on 
his  trip  to  California  by  Mrs.  Plas- 
kett. who  returned  to  Victoria  with 
him  yesterday  after  thoroughly  en- 
joying the  holiday  in  the  South.

The,  Foundation  Corn- 
pan^  was  short  about  five  hundred 
meii  yesterday  morning,  but  a  hun- 
dred of  these  turned  up  at  lunch 
time  and  the  remainder  are  axpeeted 
within  the  next  day  or  so.  Some  of 
the  men  wanted  to  take  a  holiday 
until  after  July  Ist.  Americans 
wanted  to  ^pend  July  4th  in  Seattle, 
and  some  of  these  will  lay  off  until 
tbpn. 

Two  f c\ren)en .  w<re  not,  taken  back 
at  the  Victoria  Machinery  Depot,  and 
the  labor  ijeaders  claimed  it  was  dis- 
crimination. This  was  denied  by  the 
employers,  who  stated  that  these  men 
were, not  needed.  Mr.  James  Dakers, 
president  of,  the  Metal  Trades  Couh- 
di,  last  night  stated  that  some  settle- 
ment of  the  Akatter  was  expected 
today. 

A  half  a  dosen  men  from  the  B.  k. 
N.  shops  quit  work  when  the.  strike 
was  called  here,  although  these  men 
are  not  affiliated  with  the  Metal 
Trades  Council,  which  called  the 
walkout.  Apparently  these  workers 
,were  unable  to  get  back  their  Jobs 
yesterday.  The  railway  officials  were 
out  of  town,  and  Mr.  Dakers  said 
last  evening  that  the  labor  leaders 
would  naeet  with  the  company  offi- 
cials and  expected  a  settlement  today 
in  this  case  also.

"Who  pays  the  exorbitant  prices 
asked  for  many  etceteras  of  dress 
worn  by  the  modern  woman  nowa- 
aAd  '  "^^y"'  whiph  have  not  only  doubled 
*^_  f  and  trebled  in  price,  but  which  in 
several  instances  cost  something  like  ' 
ten  times  what  they  did  before  the 
war?" 

The  question  was  put  by  an  ex- 
pert  fashion   writer  the   other  day. 

Listening  to  her  quoting  but  a  «few 
of  the  items  that  had  come  under 
her  immediate  notice.  I  ventured  to 
suggest  that  even  if  my '  friend  were 
not  actually  letting  her  imagination 
run  riot,  the  price  that  sh«  talked 
of  applied  only  in  a  very  few  ex- 
ceptional cases. 

"Not  al  all."  she  assured  me. 
"Come  shopping  with  me-today  and 
I'll  demonstrate  what  I  mean."  And 
off  she  bore  me  towsrds  one  of  the 
great  shopping  centres,  where,  en- 
tering a  store  classed  by  no  me|tns 
among  the  extravagant  or  luxurious 
order,  she  casually  inquired  the 
price  of  a  quiet-looking  straw  hat 
trimmed  with  a  double-flanked  par- 
adise plume,  which  the  assistant  en- 
deavored to  impress  upon  us  was  a 
bargain  in  the  best  sense  at  the  as- 
-tonishing    cost   of    38    guineas! 

A  few  doors  oft  we  priced  Jumpers 
and  found  that  ordinary  woollen 
models,  not  even  made  by  htmd, 
cost  seven  and  a  half  guineas  each, 
while  those  fashioned  of  the  new 
metallic  , thread  resembling  gold  or 
silver  chain  armor  readily'  fetched 
as  Much  as  sixteen  and  a  half 
guineas. 

In  Regent  Street,  a  hand-knitted 
woollen  dressing-gown  or  houdoir 
wrap  was  priced  at  32  guineas,  and 
I  noted  that  nine  or  ten  gilineas 
each  ^Jhut  counted  cheap  for  silk 
Jerseys  or  Jumpers. 

Ordinary  brocaded  evening  shoes 
cost  from  three  guineas  to  five 
guineas  a  pdir,  while  those  made  to 
order  were  more. 

Twenty-eight  and  thirty  guineas 
was  the  price  asked  for  more  or 
less  plain  gatwrdine  or  serge  walking 
wraps  tl^t  were  merely  trimmed 
with  military  braid,  while  a  satin 
wrap  of  a  similar  type  worked  with 
silk  embroideries  was  priced  at 
•Ighty-two  guineas,  although  there 
was  no  fur  or  any  costly  ornamen- 
tation to  show  for  the  money. 

The  starting  price  for  making 
pUUn  serge  or  gabardine  tailored 
ooata  and  skirts  devoid  of  trimming 
wiui  twenty-flve  guineas  according  to 
one  Regent  street  tailor,  while  eve- 
ning gowns  ran  readily  to  eight 
guliteas  each. 

Sixteen  to  twenty  guineas  was 
what  we  were  asked  for  necklaces 
and  colored  Corelian  beads,  which, 
thanks  to  Poiret,  every  smart  woman 
now  counts  as  an  Indispensable  •  ad- 
junct to  a  day  frock,  and  whioh 
before  the  erase  might  have  been 
pnrchased  for  two  or  three  pounds 
apiece. 

"But  who  pays  thaae  prices?"  I 
asked.  avhlMt.  when  my  friend 
triumphantly  demanded  if  she  had 
prov«4   she   wss   not    exaggerating. 

"I  don't  know."  she  said,  "but  - 1 
gather  ordinary  w^men  belonging  to 
the  profeaalonal  and  upper  middle

'  Among  the  other  units  of  the  plant 
will  be  thf  following:  Boiler  shop.  128 
hr  80  fe<9t;  machine  shop.

ISO  by   80 
feet;    general    store.    123    by    80    feet: 
forge  and  smith  shop,  144  and  80  feet; 
smith  repair  shop,  240  by  80  feet;  sUbs 
furnace  and  angle  smith   shops;      sail 
left,  paint  shop  and  store.  Considerable 
space  willjbe  allowed  for  the  storage  of 
propeller  shafts,  chains,  mauhlnery  and 
other  material  used  in  outfitting  ships. 
Other  buildings   to   be   erected  about 
the  docks  will  include  a  big  generator 
bouse    and    oil    service    tanks,    an    oil 
cistern  llnid   with  concrete  and  a  spa- 
cious timber  yard.     There  will  also  be 
office    buildings,    garages,    and    simlUr 
details  that  would  be  looked  for  in  any 
large  industrial  plant. 

The  building  ot  a  drydock  at 
Esqntma'lt  han  been  a  live  ISHue  here 
for  years.  When  British  Columbia  en- 
tered Confederation  one  of  the  provisions 
of  the  agreement  was  that  a  modem 
dry  dock  would  be  built  and  main- 
tained at  Esquhnalt  This  was  never 
done.  The  Imperial  Government  was 
considered  under  an  obligation  to  build 
a  naval  drydock  and  until  only  a 
comparatively  short  time  ago  it  was 
believed  that  this  would  ultimately  be 
the  course  followed.  .  Shortly  before  the 
war  the  I''^deral  Oovernment  was  im- 
pressed with  the  necessity  of  boilding 
a  dock  at  Esqulmalt  to  such  ^  degree 
that  an  appropriation  was  made  to 
cover  part  o%the  cost  in  1918.  When 
War  broke  out,  the  scheme  was  Inde- 
finitely   postponed.

*  Pariodlc  efforts  were  made  by  local 
organisations,  notably  the  Victoria 
Board  of  Trade,  to  get  some  action 
during  the  war,  .it  being  urged  that  a 
drydook  at  Esqulmalt  was  e-wential 
from  the  standpoint  of  national  defence. 
Nothing  /earns  of  the  effort,  however, 
and  the  Dominion  Oovernment  toak  the 
stand  that  while  the  Federal  authori- 
ties were  averse  to  having  anything  to 
do  with  the  enterprise,  tha  Imperial 
(  ^^erament  might  unc^ertake  it.  Re- 
presentations were  made  to  the  Im- 
perial authorities  without  success,  and 
the  matter  was  allowed  to  rest.  Last 
year  the  question  was  again  actively 
urged  upon  the  Federal  Oovernment  by 
D*.  Tolmla,  Mr.  Melntoeb  and  local 
Intwests,  public  and  private.  The 
Ottawa  Government  took  a  new  stand. 
Hon.  P.  B.  Carvcll.  newly  appointed 
Minister 'of  Public  Works,  held  that  the 
dock  should  be  built  under  the  Dock- 
yard Subsidy  Act.  and  contended  t^at 
the  Oovernment  ieself  should  not  fin- 
ance the  plan. 

^&eeal  oa»ttal  lateimMed 

Strenuous  efforts  were  made  to  in- 
duce local  capital  to  take  hold  of  the 
proposition  on  that  basis,  and  at  least 
two,  parties  expressed  interest  and  wll- 
llnKness  to  go  ahead.  Labor  troubles 
which  cropped  up  about  the  time  this 
development  was  taking  shape  halted 
proceedings,  however.  With  the  war 
over  aad  the  Dominion  Oovernment's 
attention  largely  focunaed  upon  eihe 
problems  of  rhconiitrucjlon,  tho  situa- 
tion became  more  hopeful  early  this 
year.  Victoria's  Federal  members 
worked  steadily  in  an  effort  to  alter 
the  viewpoint  of  those  In  authority  at 
Ottawa  who  opposed  the  proposition. 
Local  organisations  backed  them  up  with 
telegrams  and  resolutions.  It  wss  ar- 
ranged a  short  time  ago  to  send  a 
delegation  of  Victorians  to  Ottawa  in 
a  final  endeavor  to  get  action,  but  sub- 
sequent developments  made  their  depar- 
ture unnecessary.
